England Is Charged With 


Lack of “Even Element- 
ary Courtesy.” Speeches 
Members Cabinet Cited.

Great Britain was charged with con- 
tinually linking the communist party 
and trade unions with the Russian 
vovernment.

“The planes were flying in forma- 
tion,” the statement continued, “one 
leading. one to the right, one to the 
left of the leader a short distance 
behind and above, the fcurth plane 
further back and following -he lead- 
er. Major Dargue, in the front plane, 
gave the agreed signal to break 
mation and land. 
stood. The planes behind and to his 
right and left obeyed. one turning out 
to the right, the “Detroit” to the 
, left, 

Plane Was Hidden. 

“In this maneuver the bull of Cap- 
tain Woolsey’s plane evidently hid 
from him the plane New York, which 
was at a slightly lower altitude, the 
turning _o the right as he started his 
glide to land, the nose of his plane 
struck the New York. The planes, 
each traveling at least 100 miles an 
hour, locked together and were out of 
control. 

“The shock of the collision evident- 
ly stunned Captain Woolsey, who did 
not leave the plane. Lieutenant Ben- 
ton, the other occupant ‘of Captain 
Woolsey’s plane,.may likewise have 
been thus incapacitated, as he made 
no effort to leave the plane, but was 
thrown from it just before it hit the 
ground.”

Now, a generation ago, girls did 
not work on newspapers. They didn’t 
enter newspaper offices unless with 
a chaperone. The wife of the editor, 
when she called for him in the after- 
noon, probably remained in her car- 
riage and sent up word that she was 
waiting. 

Men's offices were “no place for a 
lady,” according to immemorial tradi- 
tion, and newspaper offices were the 
most godless there were. 

I know of two women who were pi- 
oneers on a newspaper who did their 
work at home, and sent it by messen- 
ger to the office, going there them- 
selves only every few days for in- 
structions from the editor in person. 
when these instructions could not pos- 
sibly be given over the telephone, 

When their department grew and 
it was necessary that they have desks 
and office hours in the newspaper 
plant, their old-fashioned mother was 
as much upset to start with as a fair- 
ly conservative parent of today would 
be should her daughters suddenly sign 
up on Broadvay for the Follies or the 
Seandals. 


OMETIMES I wonder why men, if 
they really love peace and quiet at 
their work as much as they say they 
do, ever let women in, to find, as the 
women did, that the traditional god- 
lessness of men’s offices was greatly 
exaggerated 
One of the pioneer newspaper wom: 
remarked one day when she 
been for several years at work, that 
she had yet to hear, on all of the edi- 
torial floor, a word of profanity.

RELIGION CONCEPTS 


“To put theology before religion is 
like putting astronomy before the 
stars and botany before the flowers,” 
Dr. D. Witherspoon Dodge declared 
in attacking false centering of reli- 
gion upon doctrine in his sermon Sun- 
day morning at the Central Congre- 
tional church, upon the subject, 
“The Center of Christianity.” 

This sermon is the first of a series 
of five on the general subject of 
“What is Christianity?’ to be con- 
tinued by Dr. Dodge on consecutive 
Sundays. Remaiaing subjects will in- 
clude, “Length of - Christianity,” 
“Breadth of Christianity.” “Depth of 
Christianity” and “Height of Chris- 
tianity.” 

As false centers upon which mod- 
ern religion is being based, the min- 
ister also attacked over emphasis on 
the law of religion, the imstiutional 
character of ‘he church and a literal 
and hide-bound concept of the Bible. 
Of the latter be declared that “Jesus 
never said that his religion was to 
be founded upon one book.” He ex- 
plained, however, that most people 
who regard the Bible as the center of 
their religion really mean only their 
raterpretation of it, or as much of it 
as commends itself to their minds. 

The true center of religion should 
be the perfect moral and spiritual life 
of Jesus Christ. as an expression of 
the divinity and power of God, Dr. 
Dodge contended. The auxiliary fea- 
tures of religion should be used as a 
means toward that end, he continued, 
and not as the center upon which in- 
dividual religion is based.

The President and Mrs. Coolidge will 
live there while the white house is be- 
ing remodeled. Workmen are ready 
to begin. The third floor will be re- 
built and a new fireproof roof will be 
constructed. 

Moving ‘will be simplified for the 
Coolidges. They will take practically 
no furniture, except possibly the presi- 
dent’s desk from his library. Silver, 
linen and clothing only will be taken 
to the temporary house as it is com- 
pletely furnished in far more exqui- 
site style than even the white house. 
This house is the home of Mrs. Elmer 
Schlesinger and she has had one of 
Washington’s most expert interior dee- 
orators searching Europe for two years 

gathering up original pieces of rare 
furniture and tapestry.

(P}—Sabin Carr, of Dubuque, Lowa, 
22-year-old Yale junior, who learned 
to vault as a boy with a clothes pole 
on the beach at Santa Barbara, Cal., 
has prepared himself for two attempts 
to attain new heights this week. 

_ At present the holder of the world’s 
indoor record of 13 feet, 9 1-4 inches, 
achieved at New York recently, he 
has set 14 feet as his goal,. a mark 
which no other pole vaulter has ever 
reached, indoors or out. 

The Yale star will make his first 
bid for a new record tomorrow night 
at Madison Square Garden, New York, 
in the national indoor A. A. U. track 
and field championships. If he fails 
then he will try again next Saturday 
night at New York in the intercolle- 
giate A. A. A. A, championships. 

Carr's sensational indoor perform- 
ances this winter have overshadowed 
even the astonishing leap of the agile 
Norwegian, Charley Hoff, who blazed 
a record-breaking path across the 
country last year until checked by an 
ineligibility ruling of the A. A. U. 
involving expense account difficulties. 
Hoff's best indoor vault, made at Chi- 
cago, was 13 feet, 41-4 inches, but it 
was not recognized by the A. A. U. 
because of his questionable amateur 


status, 
Hoff Holds Record. 

Hoff still holds the world’s outdoor 
recurd—1l15 feet, 11 13-16 inches—-made 
at Abo, Finland, in 1925. The slim 
Norwegian, at the time of his first 
successes here, expressed the opinion 
that 14 feet was the “roof” for vault- 
ers. 

Carr is confident of his ability to 
scale this “roof.” He is hopeful, too, 
that Hoff will be reinstated, sv that 
a contest may be arranged with the 
Norwegian star to settle the question 
of vaulting supremacy. 

Carr, who has a vivid recollection 
of his first erude vaulting effurts 
with improvised equipment at Santa 
Barbara, credits his prep school coach- 
ing at Hill school, Pottstown, Pa., 
with starting him off toward record- 
breaking heights. He established a 
scholastic record of 13 feet, 2 inches, 
at Hill, where he worked under Coach- 
es Colbath and Sweeney.

With the dawn of the third day of the southern conference basket- 
ball tournament comment and speculation are rife as to which two teams 
of the four playing tonight will remain in the running when the finalists 
meet for the title Tuesday evening. 

As we have before hinted, our propensity for picking win- 
ners in basketball received a hard blow on Saturday when we 
made but one free throw out of four chances-and we refuse 
to do any predicting for today but we hereby present the dope 
sheet as we see it. We attempt to present both sides of the 
argument and probably those who read this bunk will know 
much less about the situation when finished than they did 
before. 

To start at the beginning, all four teams which are included in 
the semi-finals have won two games. The bye squads both went out in 
their initial game. In the top bracket the champions of the south meet 
Georgia. At any time during the game with V. M. I. almost anyone 
was willing to predict that Georgia would not pass another obstacle if 
they should beat the Flying Squadron. But the Bulldogs did just that 
thing and furthermore they beat the Old Lincrs of Maryland, among the 
favorites in the scramble. 

Even now the leaning is probably on the side of the Tar- 
heels but consider for a moment—Georgia apparently is on the 
upward path. Their second game was so much better than 
their first that it did not look like the same team in action. 
Again, the anti-Georgians will say that the Bulldogs beat a team 
which missed 10 snowbirds before it managed to drop one afid 
even a 50-50 break on these short shots would have won the 
game for the Old Liners.
